All the above quotations were from 
an essay by Rev. James S Reager. 
It was found among his books fol- 
owing his arrest. 


But It Wasn't "Peaceful". 


And there were other books, too, 


that dealt with love. They are filled 
with underscored passages. 


Here are some of them: 
"Cheerful love, helpful love, holy 


love, love of God and all—goodness 


-not sour, impatient, selfish love— 


but pure, fresh, joyous, hopeful love 
that shines in the faces and glows 
in words and deeds. 


"Tell when and how you obtained 


it. so that others may know the way: 
to try to keep it secret is to lose it. 
God loves open dealings and does 
not want his love cornered for spec- 
ulation. Your experience never rises 
above your honest testimony" 


"It can never be enjoyed apart 


from its source. It is not a lake, but 
a river flowing from God. 
Love is 


peape with God and. man. peace — 
rich, deep, perfect peace."

The next ,day Pothier altered his 


etorv and confessed that he had wil- 
fully shot and killed Major Cronkhite 
at the request .and command of Cap- 
tain Rosenbluth. Pothier said he had 
borrowed a pistol and ammunition at 
the instigation of Rosenbluth. and had 
killed Major Cronkhite according to a 
plaa mapped out by Rosenbluth. 
Fothier explained that 
Rosenbluth 
had a strange influence oveY him, but 
denied that he had recei\-ed any re- 
ward, or promise, for accomplishing 
the alleged murder beyond the pledge 
that he

Pothier made several statements in 


the course -of his confessions, and 
they varied considerably from each 
other.'

Appeal was taken 
to the federal courts on the long- 
mooted question of jurisdiction. Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Hitchcock of 
New York decided the government 
did not have jurisdiction. 
This de- 


cision was made late in 1922. and 
once again Rosebluth and 
Pothier 


were In a fair way to escape trial 
The government, however, appealed 
to the supreme court of the United 
States, which, in the spring of 1924, 
ruled that the question of Jurisdiction 
must be decided first of all in the 
federal cournt for Western Washing- 
ton. The trial was ordered to pro- 
ceed. 
Last June Judge Cushinan set the 
trial" for September. 30th and granted 
the request of the government that 
the defendants be tried 
separately. 
T,he department of jua/.ce namedi 
James H. Osborne as special prosecu- 
tor and he has been assisted by other 
federal attorneys. 
L L Thompson, 


former attorney general of the State 
of Washington, was retained as coun- 
sel for 'Rosenbluth. Pothier was aid- 
ed by the American Legion post here 
at the time of his arrest, and Maurice 
Langherne a.nd F. D Metzger were 
appointed his attorneys. 
Ro'senbluth has been at liberty on- 


$20,000 bail. Pothier could not put 
up bail and has been in the county 
jail here for several months awaiting 
his trial. 
At the time of the tragedy Major 
Cronkhite was 24 years old. Captain 
Roeenbluth, a graduate of the Yale 
forestry school, was 36 and had been 
in business in the Oriejrit before join- 
ing the army. 
Pothier was 22 and 
had been a laborer before becoming a 
soldier.

LONDON. Sept 30.—Aeronautic ex- 


perts from the four corners of the 
world have been gathering under the 
giant wing of England's new "mys- 
tery plane," latest wonder of the air. 
The marvel which brings wrinkles 
to the brows of the interested visitors 
is that this aerial behemoth can work 
its wonders with a single engine. 
It is England's first aerial battle- 


ship, the most powerful sngle-engine 
craft, and surrounding 
it was much 


myetery until it made its recent trial 
flight at the Brough Aerodrome near 
Hull. 
It flew perfectly. 
Here are a few features that make 
It the world's marvel plane: 
It is driven by a 100-horsepower 


Napier 
engine and 
is capable of 
traveling at 120 miles 
an hour for 
more than 1000 miles without hav- 


ing to replenish fuel. 
Its gross weight is more than nine 
tons and it measures 88 feet across 
the wings. It ie 54 feet Ions; and 19 
feet high. A crowd of men can shel- 
ter themselves comfortably under its 
lower wing,

shows. 


When equipped for action 
it can 
carry three tons of bombs or torpe- 
does, and a crew of three men.

29—A new process for saHin-j sand- 
buried treasure of the gold cargo of 
the British frigate Lutine. which has 
baffled a century's efforts, has just 
been put into operation here with 
every promise of success- 
The Lutine was wrecked 
on a 
sand-bank near this island during a 
violent gale in the night of Oct. 9. 
1799. 
Her crew of over 400 perish- 


ed 
Her cargo consisted .of several 


million dollars worth of gold bars 
and specie. 
Fifty feet of sand covers the wreck 


and repeated 
efforts 
have resulted 


only in the TCCOI ery of about half a 
million dollars and the ship's bell, 
now at Lloyds in London. At first 
divers were put to work, but later 
machinery was used to get at the 
wreck through the 
thick 
layer of 


sand by means of suction pumps. 
Now a new apparatus, invented by 


a Dutch engineering firm is being 
tried. It does away with the suction 
process 
and 
substitutes hydraulic 
pressure. A tube is driven into the 
sand -and steel erapplers at the bot- 
tom seize a~ny~ objects beneath n. The 
machine can work 
in any weather 


that Is not too rough for the sal- 
vace vessel to be out.

The day cable despatches 
were received telling of the damage- 
Mr. Perry well remembered in this 
section as 'Pittsylvania county demon- 
stration a'gent, was asked bv The Bee 
to describe his experience* and he has 
penned the following account of the 
storm: 


The hurricane season in the WeM 


Indies extending from the middle of 
July to" the middle of October, is al- 
wajs looked forward to with a certain 
amount of uneasiness While lust his- 
tory shows a destructive hurricane 
once in every 
16 years, - one never 


knows when the unhappy year will 
be. However, certain precautions are 
taken each year in instructing 
the 


people what to do in case the warn- 
ing Is given. The locality in which a 
hurricane is forming is auickly cabled 
to the varous Islands likely to be in its. 
path, hence several hours' warning is 
usually given. Speaking especially in 
respect to St Croix. warning flags are 
run up over the old forts of the two 
towns of Christiansted and Fredrick- 
sted. The marines and police quicklj 
patrol the sheets warning the people 
to prepare for the worst. 
The rural 
estates are notified by 'phone as soon 
as the first cable is received of .an 
approaching disturbance 
On the 27 


of August the local prophets saw in 
the weather conditions the approach 
of a "blow." 'The weather was ex- 
ceedingly sultrj' 
with an occasional 
shower. The following flay started out 
-about the 
same. 
Before noon the 
message came from the British is- 
lands southeast of us that a hurricane 
was forming and moving northwest, 
and that it would hit St. Croix about 
4 o'clock p. m. As soon as the mes- 
sage 
reached 
us preparation was 
started at once to meet the dancer 
The buildings of the Experiment Sta- 
tion were seculed, and everybody dis- 
persed ito their homes to put up the 
storm barracades The house 'n which 
the writer lives is a "bungalow, with 
walls two feet thick, so we felt assur- 
ed that tne building would not be car- 
ried away, although the roof might 
go 
The most important thing was to 
keep the wind ciit Hence the hea\y 
storm shutters were closed then fas- 
tened with several hooks Meanwhile 
the storm failed to materia"ze at the 
appointed hour. The next advice was 
that it would reach us at 8 o'clock. 
So our suspense was prolonged Fin- 
ally a wireless from the governor at 
St Thomas. 40 miles awaj, notified 
us. 
With the wind oame a deluge, of 
lor St Croix to look out. The sudden 
banging of the tin root, told us that

tory. The question was. would the tin 
cling to the roof, or would we soon 
get the/benefit of a shower bath' A ^ 
sudden crash marie us fear the worst..' 
Happily It proved no more fhan some 
guttering tearing loose. After a long- 
arid patient watohlns. we decided the 
main force of the hurricane missed 
St Croix wo ventured to take a nap if 
such a thing were possible.

morning the effect of the Avind and 
rain was quite evident. All phone lines . 
wore out of 
commission 
and trees ' 


broken to pieces 
It seems the hurri- 
cane passed close to St. Croix. hitting 
St. John and St Thomas doinff severe 
damage, and killing quite a number
